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Commissioners Change Minds 


On County Pay Raises

Crawford County commissioners handed out $1000 pay 
raises to seven dept. heads in reversing an earlier decision to 
reduce raises. 

They also handed out a $500 raise they had earlier taken 
away. 

The seven dept. heads receiving raises are the Clerk/ 
Register, Treasurer, Building and Zoning Director, Equali- 
zation Director, Sheriff, Magistrate, and Prosecuting Attor- 
ney. The Prosecuting Attorney will be receiving his $1000 in- 
crease through retirement benefits bought by the county in- 
stead of increased wages. 

The Probate Judge received a $500 raise for 1985. 


The commissioners approved these raises Tuesday, 
January 8, at their regular meeting by a vote of 6-1. Larry 
Mattis was the lone no vote. 

The commissioners approved the raises by rescinding 
an earlier motion made December 27 that had reduced the 
raises from $1000 to a 3.5 percent increase and had taken 
away the $500 raise from the Probate Judge. 

The commissioners voted to return the raises after 
department heads visited the meeting to air complaints. The 
department heads were upset with the pay increase reduc- 
tions and the manner which they were given. 

Treasurer Joe Wakeley said the commissioners placed 
the $1000 and $500 raises in the proposed budget and no objec- 
tions were made about them until a last minute motion to 
reduce them. 

Wakeley said if the commissioners were dealing with the 
union bargaining units, they would have notified them about 
any intention to decrease pay raises. 

The commissioners approved the 1985 budget with the 


$1000 and $500 pay hikes in the department budgets. Then 
they passed a motion reducing the pay hikes. 

The commissioners said they have always acted on the 
budget and salaries for department heads separately. 

The department heads had requested $2000 hikes for 1985 
because they received no increase in 1984. 

Equalization director Larry Hunter said the department 
heads generally bring up the rear on the salary scale around 
the county. The department heads pointed out that with over- 
time the average wages of sheriff deputies and shift com- 
manders and county clerical workers was $1500 more than 
department heads. . 

The department heads also said they receive less 
benefits than county employees represented by bargaining 
units. 

Probate Judge Emil Kraus, who is going to receive a $500 
raise compared to $1000 for other department heads, asked 
the commissioners why he was singled out and not treated 
the same as the others. Commissioners said his raise was 
half of the others because he held a half-time position, but | 
Kraus pointed out the prosecuting attorney position was con- 
sidered half-time yet he received the full $1000 raise. 

The circuit court judges and the district court judge 
didn’t receive raises because they recently received raises 
from the state, commissioners said. 

The money to put the raises back in the budget came out 
of a contingency line item in the 1985 budget. 

In a related salary matter at the same meeting before 
the pay hikes were discussed, the new sheriff Harold Hatfield 
requested his salary to be cut $1000 to fulfill a campaign 
promise he made to help out the county budget deficit. Hat- 
field said whatever his wages turn out to be, he will give back 
$1000 and the commissioners accepted his offer. 


Board Acts on State 
Fire Marshall Citations

The Crawford AuSable School Board voted Monday night 
to act on correcting 23 citations issued by State Fire Marshall 
officers during a December 26th inspection of the Grayling 
Middle School. 

The cost of correcting the majority of the violations is 
tabbed at $7,862 for materials. This amount doesn’t include 
the cost of correcting exposed plastic pipes or electrical 
repairs. The school district is meeting again with the fire 
marshalls concerning ways to correct the exposed plastic 
pipes and an electrical inspection was just completed Jan. 
11th. 

The board authorized most of the citations to be correct- 
ed by March 1, but some of the corrective action will be com- 
pleted during the summer to avoid disrupting classes or 
because of budget constraints. 

The non-compliance areas listed by the fire marshalls 
include: 

1) Some ceiling tile must be repaired or replaced with 
class ‘‘B” tile and some tile can be coated with fire retardant 
coating to bring it up to class B requirements. 

2) All doors, door frames, and door stops which have 
been damaged or are no longer smoke tight must be repaired 
or replaced. 

3) Additional exit lights need to be installed and some 
exit lights need to be repaired. 

’ 4) Replace glass in stair enclosures that is cracked or not 
wire glass. 

5) All interior finish must be class B. Paneling in 1st and 
2nd floor offices and work room must be dry-walled or 
replaced. 

6) Exposed plastic piping must be covered or meet 
requirements for interior finish. 

7) Fire dampers must be installed in several ducts. 

8) An automatic smoke detector must be installed in 
return air duct. 

9) All missing doors that separate corridors from other 
areas must be replaced. 

10) All areas where holes pierce the plaster ceiling and 
the wood lathe or the floor above is exposed must be sealed. 

11) Handrails for basement stairs must be installed. 

12) Tramsoms above doors along corridors must be seai- 
ed or their closing must be included in emergency plan used 
in fire drills. 

13) All fire doors that are damaged or will not close or 
latch as required must be repaired or replaced. 

The school board sent a fire safety compliance report to 


the fire marshall office outlining steps to correct the citations 
by March ist.for some and the summer of 1985 for others. The 
State Fire Marshall's office still has to approve the board's 
request to correct the violations by those dates. ’ 

The school board said in the fire safety compliance 
report that ‘‘Our plan is te return te the voters with an issue 
to provide a long range solution for the problem of the Gray- 
ling Middle School. 

Superintendent Kent Reynolds said the decision on what 
to do with the Grayling Middle School still rests with the local 
citizens. 

“If we expect someoite outside this community to come 
rushing in and provide a solution for us — be it the state 
police fire marshall, the state of Michigan, the energy com- 
mission, or whomever — we’re fooling ourselves. Nobody is 
going to provide the answer to that building but the people in 
this community.” 


Later at the Monday board meeting, Reynolds presented 
an emergency housing pian for grades 6th to 8th in case an 
emergency should close the Grayling Middle School for more 
than two weeks. 

For the remainder of the 1984-85 school year two class- 
rooms of 6th graders would be housed at the Frederic Ele- 
mentary moving a remedial reading class into a small work 
room and moving music classes into the gym. One 6th grade 
class would be at the Grayling Elementary making the music 
teacher push her piano from classroom to classroom. Two 
6th grade classes would be housed in the first floor of the 
Fred Bear Museum along with four classes of 7th graders, All 
the 8th graders would be moved into the Grayling High 
School. 

For the 1985-86 school year, two classes of 6th graders 
would be housed at St. Mary’s classrooms, one 6th grade 
class at the Fred Bear Museum, and one at the Michelson 
Memorial Church. Five classes of 7th graders would be at the 
museum and all 8th graders would be at the high school. 

Reynolds said fire codes would probably prevent the use 
of the second story of the Fred Bear Museum because it is a 
wood structure. 

Reynolds ironically noted that the fire marshall said if 
the Grayling Middle School was not currently occupied, it 
would not be approved as a temporary site for students. 

A minimum of one week would be needed to implement 
the emergency plan and middle school students would be 
Kept out of school while other age students attended regular 
classes. 


County To Push Recycling

Crawford County will be joining with Otsego County and 
possibly other surrounding counties for a major recycling 
push in northern Michigan. 

“We've got to stop putting so much into our landfill and 
start re-using our resources,’ commissioner Jeannette Kit- 
chen said. “Europe is way ahead of our country in recycling. 
No one over there throws away as much as we do.”’ 


The Crawford County Board of Commissioners voted 
unanimously to join with Otsego County in applying for a Pri- 
vate Industry Council grant to buy a baler for bundling news- 
papers into 1100-pound bales. 


The baler will be operated by the Gaylord Opportunity 
Center, which already started a recycling program in Otsego 
County Nov. 1. The GOC has a drop-off place for recyciable 
materials and also picks up newspapers and cardboard from 
businesses. 

GOC director Derrick Scacciaferro and recycling project 
volunteer Paddy DuBois are working with Crawford County 
officials to-set up a large-scale recyling program for Craw- 
ford. They’re optimistic the program could be more success- 
ful here because of the city trash pick-up service and the 
Grayling Township transfer station. Both counties will bene-

fit from the recycling because they jointly own the Crawford- 
Otsego landfill located in Maple Forest Twp. 

DuBois said the new recycling program could compli- 
ment the newspaper and cardboard recycling program start- 
ed ten years ago here by the local Boy Scout troop. 

The Boy Scouts collected an estimated 80 tons of paper 
and cardboard in 1984, and DNR officiais figure this is less 
than one percent of the total material that can be recycled in 
Crawford. They estimate 50 percent of the waste that 
entered the Crawford-Otsego landfill is paper and corrugated 
cardboard. 


The Boy Scouts earned about $2000 for collecting the 
reeyvelahle naner and cardboard in 1084. They tiave a trailer 
parked at Goodale’s Mini-Storage in the industrial park for 
persons to drop off papers and cardboard. The Boy Scouts 
also pick up at places with large quanities. For more infor- 
mation call Loren Goodale, III, at 348-9414, 

County officials are working on a program aimed at 
recycling newspapers, paper, corrugated cardboard, and 
“sreyboard” cardboard. Later on they would like to include 
glass and tin cans in the recycling program.

Commentary

On January 9, we returned 
to Lansing and began the 
new 1985-86 legislative 
session. Let’s look ahead to 
some of the issues that will 
be debated. 

One exciting new idea is a 
health care cost containment 
measure focusing on the 
notion of prevention and a 
more health-conscious 
awareness. The plan will in- 
volve local health depart- 
ments, greater educational 
emphasis in the schools, 
more health-oriented pro- 
grams at the worksite, with 
statewide funding for suc- 
cessful and experirnental 
programs. Not only is an 
ounce of prevention worth a 
pound of cure, but can also 
be worth millions of dollars 
annually in health care cost 


savings. 
Another issue that will 
receive prompt and 


aggressive attention is the 
question of a tax rollback. 
According to state officials, 
Michigan ended the year 
with a $282 million surplus. 
Those kind of numbers call 
for a return to the pre- 
increase tax rate of 4.6 per- 
cent before 1987, when the 
current level is slated to 
decline. In addition, we will 
be discussing the state bud- 
get, outlining our spending 
priorities and paring the 
budget to accomodate only 
the most pressing programs. 

Crime and the overcrowd- 
ed prison situation will con- 
tinue to be at the forefront of 
activity. Already we are 
looking at the feasibility of 
implementing — sentencing 
guidelines to ensure some 
uniformity in prison senten- 
ces. We also need to make 
sure, however, that there is 
adequate prison space, and 
will be looking at the possi- 
bility of private sector prison 
construction. 

Another topic we will con- 
tinue to delve into is toxic 
and solid waste manage- 
ment. We cannot afford to 
wait until there is no more 
room to dispose of our 
wastes. We must start plan- 
ning now to bring about the 
most efficient, space-saving 
treatments to ensure the 
safety of our citizens. 

A whole range of economic 
developments is on the 
agenda. From reforms in 
worker’s and unemployment 
compensation to alterations 
in the Single Business Tax, 
we will be working to make 
Michigan more competitive 
and a more attractive place 
to build and expand 
businesses. 

These are just a few of the 
broad topics we will be 
discussing. Other possible 
legislation may include the 
revival of a mandatory seat 
belt law, the end of Medi- 
caid-funded abortions and 
privatization of Medicaid 
management. 

These, and other prob- 
lems, have been before us in 
the past. But the beginning 
of a legislative session, like 
the beginning of a new year, 
brings renewed enthusiasm 
and innovation. Look for new 
and exciting answers to 
some of the toughest ques- 
tions we face.

—Dave Frederick explained that generating airport revenues 
through runway fees is prohibited because the facility is on 
Federal land. 
—Bernie Fowler questioned what appeared to be inconsistencies 
between 1984 projected expenses and 1985 budgeted figures. 
Commissioners provided clarification by explaining areas which 
appeared to be unrealistic or inconsistent. 
—Ivan Gwilt commented on the growing demand for Coopera- 
tive Extension services, expressed concern that the contingency 
fund was inadequate, and questioned a new line item entitled 
“Holiday Pay’’. It was explained that the item reflects only the 
cost of Sheriff Dept. holiday pay, since other county employees 
do not work holidays, and therefore require no budgeting of ad- 
ditional pay.

Resource

Wild turkey hunting 
season is rapidly approach- 
ing, with the deadline for ap- 
plying for a permit February 
1, 1985. Permit applications 
are available at most license 
agents. 

Many of the turkey hunt- 
ing regulations are the same 
as previous years, but there 
are some important 
changes. One of these is the 
duration of the hunt. In the 
past, a permit was good for a 
particular four or five day 
period. This year, most per- 
mits are good for up to thir- 
ty-one days. 

Another change is in the 
hunting areas themselves. 
Some rather drastic restruc- 
turing of boundaries has 
taken place. 

The third important 
change is the prohibition of 
baiting. It is now unlawful to 
hunt for, take or attempt to 
take wild turkeys over bait. 

The application proce- 
dures are the same as pre- 
vious years: 

-purchase the application 
from a licensed agent. 

-fill out the application as 
directed. 

-mail the application, 
being sure it is postmarked 
on or before February 1, 
1985. 

Again, you may apply with 
a partner, but you may only 
apply one time. 

Unsuccessful applicants 
will have their application 
fee refunded. 

Turkey hunting, when 
done the right way, is per- 
haps the most difficult type 
of hunting available to the 
sportsman. Not so much in 
regard to physical rigor, but 
in the amount of | skill 
required. It is a true test of 
one’s abilities and rernains a 
quality sport in Michigan. 

Hunting Guides for the 
1985 Wild Turkey Gobbler 
Season are available at DNR 
offices and licenses agents. 
They give complete instruc- 
tions on how to apply for a 
permit.

IN CASE you missed it somewhere along 
the line, the Michigan commission which 
sets pay levels for state Officials approved 
pay hikes for the governor, lieutenant 
governor, supreme court justices and state 
legisiators. 

The State Officers Compensation Com- 
mission last month decided a cost-of-living 
hike in the neighborhood of five percent was 


in order — despite the fact that their 


hearings and sttidies showed Michigan of- 
ficials already ranked pretty darned high in 
comparison with other states. 

The raises were recommended in face of 
another factor which was considered by the 
SOCC members and apparently discarded 
— that Michigan state government still is in 
pretty rocky shape, but not as bad off as it 
was a couple of years ago. 

Anyway, the raise has been ordered and 
will take effect unless the Legislature turns 
it down. Don’t hold your breath waiting. 

* * * 

THERE APPARENTLY will be a chance 
for lawmakers to vote on the question, 
however. Rep. Philip Hoffman, Jackson 
County Republican, has promised to in- 
troduce a resolution to deny the pay hike. 
Hoffman, incidentally, also says he will not 
accept his own pay raise and has invited 
other state officiais to do the same. 

“It's a matter of conscience, not compen- 
sation,” Hoffman said. “‘Regardiess of what 
legislators think they should be paid, we 
should delay a pay increase until Michigan’s 
economic problems are over.” 

Under the proposed pay boost, lawmakers 
will go from the present $33,200 salary to 
$34,860 this year, and to $36,250 in 1986. 
Executive officials will get similar raises, 
and so will judges. 

The effect will be felt throughout the state 
and not just in Lansing. Michigan’s judicial 
system ties the salaries of most judges to 
the level of the pay of justices of the 
supreme court. So when the supreme court 
pay goes up, so does the pay for appeals 
court judges, circuit judges, district judges, 
etc.

HARRIED TAXPAYERS shouldn’t bet on 
Hoffman’s resolution being adopted. It has 


Governor James J. Blanchard is expected 
to call for a prison construction program 
backed by surcharges on criminal convic- 
tions, officials confirmed recently. 

The extent of a revenue bond program has 
not yet been decided, Treasurer Robert 
Bowman said, adding recommendations 
will be forwarded to the Governor by the end 
of January. 

Bowman said conversations with the 
Governor indicate he wants to ‘“‘do what he 
can” towards building new prisons backed 
by eriminal’s surcharges, with the state 
general fund supplementing construction 
projects. 

The Corrections Commission has ap- 
proved plans for 10 new prisons costing $350 
million. 

The Governor has not yet decided how 
many prisons the state needs, Bowman said, 
and noted figures are still being developed 
on how many convictions could be subject to 
the surcharge and the amount of the sur- 
charge. 

Assuming interest rates remain at about 
10 percent, he said the surcharges would 
suppert a revenue bond about 10 times the 
amount of revenues raised each year. 

While he said he has been considering 
such a proposal ‘for some time,” Bowman 
said it is based on a Kentucky program 
which levies a $10 fee on those convicted of 
misdemeanors in district courts. 

The $3.5 million a year expected in fees 
will-pay for $32.3 million in bonds for jail 
projects. 


Bowman said because of Michigan’s. 


greater size, the size of the program could 
obviously be larger. 

Bowman added, “we are contemplating 
the entire universe” of criminal offenses in

Maybe it 
wouldn’t be such a bad idea after all.

devising a plan, but are not including civil 
offenses at this point. 

“We are trying to work out the bugs and 
hope it can work in Michigan. I believe we 
will,” he said. 

Senate Majority Leader John Engler of 
Mt. Pleasant has recommended a biparti- 
san committee to develop recommendations 
to finance a Jong-term prison construction 
program. 

The Legislature last month approved $16 
million for additional prison work. 

In a related matter, Attorney General 
Frank Kelley said a Governor is not 
required to declare an overcrowding emer- 
gency when prison populations exceed capa- 
city. 

In a brief filed in the Court of Appeals in 
response to a prisoner suit seeking such a 
declaration, Kelley said the Prison Over- 
crowding Emergency Powers Act gives the 
Governor the discretion to decide to act on 
the Corrections Commission’s finding of an 
emergency and that the Governor properly 
carried out his duties Jast month when 
refusing to make a declaration. 

“In this case, itis the governor’s consider- 
ed judgment that the commission erred by 
not taking into account the remedial over- 
crowding provisions of the new legislation, 
and that factual determination is not 
reviewable in mandamus,”’ Kelley said. 

While not directly saying the commission 
erred, Kelley said his December 14 letter 
refusing to declare an emergency following 
a commission determination that both 
men’s and women’s facilities were beyond 
capacity, he said the letter read in its en- 
tirety can only be construed as such a find- 


ing.

some Social Security 
Benefits May Be Taxable 


Detroit - Some retirees 
who receive social security 
benefits or tier 1 railroad 
retirement benefits may 
have to pay federal income 
tax on part of their benefits, 
according to the Internal 
Revenue Service. Depending 
on your state of residence, a 
similar tax may be required 
by your state government. 

Previously, social security 
and tier 1 benefits were 
exempt from federal income 
tax; however, the Social 
Security Amendments of 
1983 made a portion of these 
benefits taxable to keep 
them in line with other 
retirement benefits, which 
are generally taxable. 

If you received social 
security or tier 1 benefits in 
1984, a Form 1099 will be 
mailed to you by January 31, 
1985. This form is similar to 
those sent by banks and 
savings and loans showing 
interest earned during the 
year. The amount of net 
benefits you received in 1984 
will appear in Box 5 of this 
form. You should keep this 
form for your records and 
not attach it to your tax 
return. 

If you received social 
security benefits, you will 
receive a Form SSA-1099, 
Social Security Benefit 
Statement. Enclosed with 
the Form SSA-1099 is IRS 
Notice 703, which includes a 
worksheet to help you deter- 
mine whether part of your 
benefits may be taxable. 

If you received tier 1 bene- 
fits, you will receive a Form 
RRB-1099, Statement for 
Recipients of Payments by 
the Railroad Retirement 
Board. Enclosed with your 
Form RRB-1099 is a work- 
Sheet similar to the work- 
sheet included in Notice 703. 

Generally, your benefits 
will not be taxable unless 
your income, plus one-half of 
your met social security 
benefits, plus any tax-

Forest management tech- 
niques can be applied to 
develop a woodlot for wild- 
life. Habitat for deer, 
grouse, turkeys, squirrels, 
and non-game wildlife such a 
as songbirds can be im- 
proved by increasing the 
food and cover in the wood- 
lot. 

Small one-acre openings 
can be created in a woodlot. 
These openings will usually 
seed in with raspberries, 
cherries or other fruit-bear- 
ing shrubs to provide food 
for wildlife. 

Timber harvesting often 
benefits wildlife. Thinnings 
open up a stand and allow 
more sunlight to penetrate 
the canopy, thereby en- 
couraging a shrub layer 


sprouts for browse. Pine 
clearcuts are re-planted and 
then often support beneficial 
shrubs during the years 
when the trees are small. 
When the pines become 
larger they provide wildlife 
with winter cover. 

Dead snags can be left 
standing in both thinned 
areas and clearcuts to act as 
den trees. Small cavities are 
hollowed out of the snags by 


woodpeckers searching for 
insects. The cavities are 
gradually enlarged by decay 
and other animals and are 
used by a variety of wildlife 
species for nesting. 

Wildlife habitat can be fur- 
ther enhanced by planting 
fruit-bearing shrubs and 
trees to provide food, and 
planting conifer species to 
provide cover. The species 
planted should be suited to 
the soils and the site.

The basic laws that gover-~ 
ned the use of log marks, and 
therefore who used them, 
were constantly improved, 
not only to control who used 
what mark but also to iden- 
tify lumber grades, places of 
origin, the forgery of marks 
and other violations. 

Log marks protected more 
than the one who stamped 
the log to indicate owner- 
ship. The mark was, on oc- 
casion, a clue to illegal cut- 
ting. Some operators cut 
“Round Forties,’’ or cleared 
a homesteader’s back yard 
to mention two common 
forms of thievery. However, 
cutting on Government- 
owned land or on land for 
which the proper titles were 
not obtained could lead to 
discovery and punishment. 
One example will suffice. In 
1873, one J.F. Bundy cut tim- 
ber on lands sold through the 
Land Office as swamp land 
but which were in fact State 
Asset Lands set aside for a 
special purpose. An _in- 
vestigation was undertaken 
to located the logs cut on 
State land and take custody 
of same. All told, some seven 
hundred thousand board feet 
of logs were identified by 
their marks and seized. The 
logs were ordered seized by 
the Cass River Boom Com- 
pany. Those logs would have 
had a value of nearly ten 
thousand dollars in an age 
when there were few, if any, 
taxes and a dollar was said 
to be a dollar.
